And’ so the jury found Higatower guilty of 
murdering the priest? Well, they had to business 
finding anything icf the sort, as he did not murder 
the priest, but then there is never any telling what 
@ jury will find. In our capacity of Superior 
Court Judge we have had juries tind things in ont 
court absolutely beyond the comnrchension of inen, 
and so got beyond being surprised at anything 
a jury would do. Hightower may have. had guilty 
knowledge of that crime, and may fave boen an 
ac.{:mplice; tbat could have been found by a jury 
with cace, but the evidence did not connect him up 
as being the murderer, and we do not belicve he was, 
He is a bad actor, alt right, and probably it will be 
better for society that he be in prison than at 
large. far he is evidently a “nui” and liable to d@ 
most anything at any time. Ilis associates we re 
always of the lowest type of people, Ycth men 
and wemnen, and while he ha; «an extraordinary 
mind it trains in bad channels. We have no sym- 
pathy for Hightower, as a man is known by the 
company he keeps and is liable to get into trouble 
any time through such “associations, but the fact 
sticks up, just the saine, that the evidence did 
not fix the crime of murder upon him. It fixed 
guilty knowledge of it upon him, but not actual 
perpetration. In the first place the man is broke 
and without a dollar, and he certainly would not 
have left over $80 in cash upon the dead body. 
The cnly motive he could have for deing away 
with the priest was money, yet the money was 
left untouched. Whocver killed that priest did 
not have money ag en object, and bicghitower could 
have had no other motive. The priest has been 
in ‘rouble beft-re, and has a police record. The 
perpetrator of the erime was a’ foreigner, The 
motive was revenge. It is not at all unlikely that 
Hightower knows al! this, and if his sentence 
had cbecn hanging he likely would have confessed 
it, Fle may tell it later on aller he gets tired sot 
imprisonment, His last remark to an Official was: 
“I Know several things that migat have 'he‘lped 
me Jf Lhed cared th tel] them, but these things 
arg other ‘people's, business and will never be told.”
